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DETAILED ACTION 

The examiner recognizes the amendments filed on March 3, 2008 and hereby 
withdraws the claims objections and 112 rejections. After addition of the Examiner's 
amendment, as set forth below, the claims are in condition for allowance. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3, 5-8 and 20-27 are allowed over the prior art of record as amended in 
the reply filed March 3, 2008 and the Examiner's Amendment above. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
the application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed method of producing a disposable wearing article 
produced be sandwiching two elastic members between two webs in such a way that 
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they are positioned from the widthwise center, a reduced shrinking force corresponding 
to the respective protrusions and the aligned protrusions being spaced apart in the 
widthwise direction. 

4. The closest prior art of record is Tachibana et al. (US 2002/0046802) and Igaue 
et al. (US 5,858,151); however, these references still do not teach the features indicated 
above. 

5. Regarding claims 1 and 20, the closest prior art of record fail to teach among all 
the limitations or render obvious the method of producing a disposable wearing article 
produced be sandwiching two elastic members between two webs in such a way that 
they are positioned from the widthwise center, a reduced shrinking force corresponding 
to the respective protrusions and the aligned protrusions being spaced apart in the 
widthwise direction. Claim 20, is seen to be even more specific than claim 1 and is 
allowable for the same reasons. Claim 20 specifically recites the utilization of two elastic 
strips being placed on a web at locations between the longitudinal center (whereby the 
web itself is defined by having a longitudinal central region between a first and second 
edge) and the first and second edges and much the same as claim 1 also indicates the 
elastic members being arranged so that selected areas along the elastic strip offer 
reduced shrinking (i.e. restoring) force.
